Hearst's election would be an injury 
and a discredit alike to honest labor 
find to honest capital and a serious in 
jury to the work in which he is en 
gaged of enforcing just and equal l:iws 
against corporate wrongdoing. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Hearst stand 
as far as the poles asunder. Listen to 
what President Roosevelt himself has 
said of Mr. Hearst and his kind. In 
President Roosevelt's first message to 
congress. *n speaking of the assassin 
of McKinley, he spoke of him as be- 
ing inflamed—

and unworthy demagogue and as a 
persistent officeseeker, Root declared 
that as a congressman he proved a 
worthless public servant; that while 
professing to favor an independent 
judiciary he made a deal with Tam- 
many's leader, Murphy, for the nomi- 
nation of a judiciary ticket in New 
York: that while inveighing against 
corporations his own corporate man- 
agement shows the insincerity of his 
profession; that it is not calm and 
lawful redress of wrongs which he 
seeks, but the turmoil of inflamed pas- 
sions and the terrorism of revengeful 
force; that he is guided by selfish mo- 
tives, and is "not guiltless of McKin 
ley's death:"* 


'•We are witnessing in the state of 


Xew York," said Root, "one of those 
tests of popular government which 
often have come in the past and al- 
ways will come in the future, when a 
skillful demagogue attempts to get 
elected to office by exceeding all other 
men in the denunciation of real evils 
and in promises to cure them. It can 
not be doubted that many workingmen 
in this state are about to strengthen 
the enemies and weaken the friends 
of popular government all over the 
world by voting for Mr. Hearst, who 
Is just the kind of a. demagogue that 
I have described. He is indeed an 
especially dangerous specimen of the 
class, because he is generously rich 
and owns newspapers of large co-rela- 
tion and he can hire many able and 
active men to speak well of him and 
praise him iu speech and in private 
conversation.

published. Writing at Berlin for 
the Chicago Tribune Edward T. Heyr 
says: 


The dental world of Germany has 


been greatly stirred by the announce 
ment that the "foremost living author, 
ity in dental science, 
Prof. W. D 


Miller of the Berlin university, ha 
accepted a similar 
position at 
the 


University of Michigan. 


How greatly this loss is felt can be 


seen from the fact that the dental so- 
cieties all over Germany have held 
meetings protesting as the organiza- 
: tion declared, "against the leaving of 


a. man" whdj-'throu^h his ihcompara 
hie works.has opened a new-science, 
and who imbued such a large number 
of his pupils with the desire for sci- 
entific research. 


Prof. Miller-was born near Alexan- 


dria, Licking county, Ohio, in 1852 
He lived on a farm for twelve years, 
but in 1865 his faoflly 
moved 
to 


Newark of the 
same state. 
Miller 


graduated from a high school in IS71 
and four years later'took the degree 
of bachelor of arts at the University 
of Michigan, which, after a period of 
31 years, has called 
upon him to 


come back to his alma mater. Next 
followed a course of study in chem 
istry, natural 
philosophy , and tip 


plied mathematics at the University 
of Edinburgh, for Miller intended to 
become a mining engineer. 


Owing, how.ever, to poor 
health 


Miller left Scotland and came to Ber- 
lin. Here he made the acquaintance 
of Dr. Abbott, the pione.er American 
dentist of Germany. Miller submitted 
to him a paper on the action of tin 
and gold on .each other when com- 
bined in the filling of teeth. Dr. Ab- 
bott was so much pleased with the 
knowledge shown that he advised the 
young student to become a dentist. 


Miller then went to America and 


there took a course in dentistry at 
the University of Pennsylvania, grad- 
uating in 1879. 
Returning to Berlin 


he became the 
assistant of Dr. Ab- 


bott, but at the same time commenc 
ed a course in biology under the now 
famous Robert Koch. 


Miller's epoch 
making 
scientific 


work is on the cause of the decay or 
the testh. It was already known by 
the ancients that the human 
saliva 


contains poisonous properties, 
but 


Miller was the first to show that the 
decay is produced by bacteria. By 
actual experiments and 
cultivations 


he produced this decay outside of the 
body, where no pathological factors 
could possibly ^nter. In other words 
fermentation in the mouth is pro- 
duced by an acid identical with Jac- 
tic acid. 
This fermentation in our 


mouths is not produced by meat, but 
by sugar and starchy foods. 
MiHor 


says this is shown by the fact that 
the teeth of the Eskimos 
and t!:-:- 


Gauchos of the pampas, eating only 
meat, are free from decay, while the 
Gauchos, living 
in Uie cities, 
who 


consume double 
food, are 
troubled 


with decay 
known 
in dentistry as 


caries. 


Prof. Miller, by these great 
re- 


searches, made 
such 
a reputation 


that he was repeatedly urged to ac- 
cept a professorship 'in the Berlin 
university, which 
he finally dirt in 


1SS7, an honor never conferred on a 
foreigner. 
Encouraged 
by his suc- 


cess, Prof. Miller who followed 
his 


medical studies, in 18S7 passed 
his 


doctor's examination with high hon- 
ors.

! Smelting company of Arizona. A busi- 
i ness man in Peoria, 111., secretary ot 
the mining company, sent to Norton 
for sale 8,000 shares of the stock. 
This man, failing to obtain either the 
stock or its price from Norton, re- 
signed and came to Chicago, where lie 
engaged in the brokerage business. 
Norton after retin-nina: to this city 
entered the Chicago office of the Pe- 
oria man and offered him the stock 
given to Norton for sale. His arrest 
'followed within a short time. 
It is 


claimed by the 
federal authorities 


that Norton was enabled to make 
deals for stock because of highly 
favorable but forged reports of him- 
self said to be issued by a .prominent 
mercantile agency. 


He w»s first taken into custody by 


the police Monday and held without 
charge* against him until a search 
could be made .for securities said to be 
held by -him aggregating in value 
about $3,000,000. In his" room were 
found bonds, stocks, abstracts of land 
titles, first mortgages and other nego- 
tiable paper, the greater part of which 
is thought to be genuine and worth 
almost $2,000,000. All other papers 
were found on their face to be -about 
$1,000,000 more, but their value is 
doubtful. 
It is claimed "that Norton 


by selling and trading these securities 
made many dollars The postal au- 
thorities declare tliat they have been 
searching for Norton since January, 
1905, 
when he disappeared from De- 


troit, Mich., ostensibly to go to Lon- 
don. 
About two years ago Norton was 


in Elmira, N.. Y., operating a whole- 
sale brokerage company. It is also 
claimed he was arrested once in Troy, 
N. Y., and also in Rutland, ,Vt.. where 
he served a sentence, of one year in 
jnil for fraudulent use of the mails. 
He is also said to have done business 
in Toledo, O. 


It is said by the officers that Norton 


would obtain stock from any person 
who would trust him and agree to sell 
it in the market. He might, the police
